STATE LABOR HEAD 
WARNS AGAINST 
LABOR ACT 


Act Titled “Labor” Is Most 
Vicious, Says Secretary of 


Federation; Must Be De- 

feated 

Plans for an active legal 
fight against the so-called 
farmers’ picketing _ initiative 


measure titled “Labor” were 
being made this week by the 


California State Federation of La- 
bor, as the measure appeared to be 
dangerously close to qualifying for 
the November ballot, 

In a warning issued to every 
affiliated council and union in the 
state, Edward D. Vandeleur, secre- 
tary of the federation, stressed the 
need and importance of full cooper- 
ation of every member of organ- 
ized labor in combatting the meas- 
ure, 

“Attorneys for the 
State Federation of Labor are 
already preparing for legal action 
against this measure, which is one 
of the most vicious our people have 
ever been faced with,’ Vandeleur 
said. 

“While we will not know defi- 
nitely until August 9th whether the 
proposal has obtained the required 
number of verified signatures, it is 
important that we be ready at that 
time, if not before, to combat it in 
every way possible, 

“We are asking every union to 
furnish us with information as to 
methods used in their communities 
to obtain signatures so our legal 
staff will be fully informed. 

“This measure must be kept off 
the ballot. If we do not keep it off, 
it will cost organized labor of Cali- 
fornia many thousands of dollars 
to fight it at the November elec- 
tion, and many more thousands of 
dollars for litigation if it is passed 
at the election.” 

Vandeleur also issued a lengthy 
legal opinion prepared by counsel 
for the federation in reply to an 
editorial appearing in the Pacific 
Rural press of July 23, 1938.

Act Outlaws Labhe’s Right to Strike, Boycott or 


Picket; Supreme Court Has Ruled All Three Legal 


Under date of July 23, 1938, the ,

If the author of the editorial in 
question has actually read the ini 
tiative which he is discussing, he 
may be referring to the sections of 
the initiative which prohibit pro 
fane and indecent language and 
threats of violence. (Section 8 of 
the bill.)

anti-picketing legislation is neces 
sary for that purpose. The, authy 
of the editorial possibly thinks that 


labor peace will result from an ab- 
solute prohibition of picketing by a 
labor union which this initiative 
attempts to accomplish in this 
way: 


Outlaws Picketing 


Picketing is lawful under this act 
only in connection with a “primary 
strike” defined in Paragraph (i) of 
Setion 2 of the act, and a primary 
strike is defined as cessation of 
work by certain employes to obtain 
or resist a change “in THEIR 
wages or rates of pay, THEIR 
days or hours of work or the physi- 
cal conditions of THEIR place of 
employment.” 

This means that if in a certain 


plant there was an objetion to the 
wages of certain of the employes 
but no controversy as to the waves 


of the remainder of the employes, 
only those whose wages were in 
question could properly go on 
strike, so that if all of the other 
union employes of that particular 


plant should go on strike to coop- 
erate with those whose Wages were 
sought to be raised, then it would 
not be a “primary strike’ as far 
as the others were concerned. 
Picketing is forbidden (Section 
7), also the boycott is prohibited 
(Section 9) with the provision in 
Section 6 that these prohibitions 
shall not apply to picketing in con- 
nection with a “primary 
which, as shown above is a strike 
only by those certain employes 
whose wages, hours or “physical 
conditions” are directly affected, 
and it is further provided that 
picketing is permitted only to the 
actual employes engaged in the ac- 
tual primary strike, and those par- 
ticular employes must designate in

Boycott Forbidden 

The right of boycott, 
been recognized legal in Cali- 
fornia by the supreme court for 
more than a generation, is forbid- 
den to all intents and purposes, 
(Sections 9 and 12), although Sec- 
tion 10 attempts to qualify this 
prohibition. All of the above 
aimed at labor unions as such. 

However, the words “labor or- 
ganization” are defined in Para- 
praph (d) of Setion 2 as including 
any organization or agency, “per- 
son or employe representation com- 
mittee or plan’ (whatever that 
may mean), “in which employes 
participate directly or indirectly” 
for the purpose “in whole or in part 
of dealing with employers concern- 
ing or on behalf of employes.” 

In the first place, this definition 
is so vague and indefinite that it 
will not only lead to litigation for 
the purpose of defining what it 
Means, but it will also make any 
organization which has any inter- 
est whatever in the welfare of em- 
ployes uncertain and fearful as to 
whether anything they do may not 
be unlawful. 

Those parts of that section which 
are intelligible clearly include any 
organization consisting of em- 
ployes, that is to say, teachers in 
either public or private schools, 
firemen, policemen, and other mu- 
nicipal employes, the clerks in a 
big law or insurance office or any 
other place of business who might 
form a social club or other associa- 
tions and in fact, any and every 
organization composed in whole or 
in part of people who are working 
for somebody else, and it also clear- 
ly includes any committee which 
may be formed or may exist tem- 
porarily or permanently for the 
benefit of any employes, that is to 
say, “in which employes partici- 
pate directly or indirectly” provid- 
ed only that any of these organiza- 
tions of committees exist ‘for the 
purpose, in whole or in part, of 
dealing with employers CONCERN- 
ING or ON BEHALF OF EM-

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Minimum Wage Orders Under Public 
Contracts Act 


The hearings called by Acting Secretary of Labor Charles 
V. McLaughlin to determine mandatory minimum wage rates 
for employes of concerns manufacturing steel products for sale 
to the government aroused an interest in the minimum wage 
orders already issued by the labor department in accordance 
with the Walsh-Healey public contracts act passed by congress 
in 1936. The orders are issued by the Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins, or her representative, following recommenda- 
tions made by the public contracts division of the labor depart- 
ment. 

The latest order, effective July 27, fixes minimum wage rates 
for the employes in the luggage industry at 40 cents an hour in 
the northeast and far west and 37.5 cents an hour in the midwest 
and south. The other industries for which minimum wage orders 
have been issued, together with the hourly rates prescribed, are 
as follows: 


Men’s work clothing, 3714 cents; cotton garments, etc., 3714 
cents, leather lined jackets, 4214 cents; work gloves, 35 cents; 
seamless hosiery, 35 cents; men’s neckwear, 50 cents; men’s 
raincoats, 40 cents; men’s hats and caps, 6714 cents; men’s welt 
shoes, 40 cents; men’s underwear, 35 cents in the north, 3214 
cents in the south; dimension granite, 5714 cents in the northeast, 
3214 cents in the south, 4214 cents in all other areas; handker- 
chief, 35 cents; envelope, 4214 cents; vitreous or vitrified china, 
4234 cents; flint glass, 4214 cents. 

In addition, seven of these industries have been given special 
tolerances for learners or handicapped workers, or both, in ac- 
cordance with the provision of the act authorizing the secre- 
tary of labor to make “reasonable limitations” with respect to 
the application of the law to certain groups of workers of which 
these two are types. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the Wash- 
ington Review, official publication of the chamber of commerce 
of the United States, informs its members that “concerns ob- 
taining government contracts subject to the Walsh-Healey act 
will have to pay the minimum wages prescribed under that 
statute whenever the rates are higher than the applicable mini- 
mum wage under the wage-hour act,” effective next October 24, 
which starts off with a minimum wage of 25 cents an hour for the 
first year of its operation. 


Most Vital Issue 


It will be six months before another congress meets. During 
that time, the American people must make it known to their 
elected representatives that the much-talked-about revision o} 
the government’s tax system has been too long deferred. 

What about those business-killing levies—the capital gains 
and the undistributed profits tax? What about broadening the 
tax base—perhaps the greatest need of all? What about our ex- 
cessively high corporate and income taxes that discourage in- 
vestors, depress industry, and create more and more unemploy- 
ment? 

These are examples of great questions which must be an- 
swered at the next session of congress, if we are to escape 
economic chaos, That congress will have many vital issues on 
its calendar—but none will be more vital than tax revision and 
reform.

Slash Demands 


Railroad managements and the 
brotherhood of railroad trainmen 
are meeting in Chicago in negotia- 
tion on the wage cut proposed by 
the railroads. 

The first sessions were taken up 
by the railroads in reading the sad 
plight of the steel highways as re- 
cited by the interstate commerce 
commission. The loss of rail reve- 
nue has been terrific. The rail 
spokesman, H. A. Enochs, speaking 
after the first session ended, said 
that the roads would make no 
change in their demands, 

“We're talking 15 per cent reduc- 
tion of wages, and nothing else,” he 
declared. 

The brotherhood will take some 
days to present its case, but A. F, 
Whitney, president of the train- 
men, made an informal answer: 

“The unions are prepared to 
fight this matter out, and we will 
give no ground,” he said. “Employes 
are entitled to a living wage, even 
if the railroads cannot pay interest 
and dividends.” 

Whitney used the word “unions,” 
though his order, the brotherhood 
of railroad trainmen, is negotiating 
separately. The other rail unions 
are uniting in a conference which 
efforts are being made to postpone.

Hosiery Workers 
Get 3-Year Pact 


Negotiating committees for the 
American Federation of Hosiery 
Workers and the Full-Fashioned 
Hosiery Manufacturers of America 
reached what was described as an 
unprecedented agreement, guaran- 
teeing a three-year wage contract

In the Baltimore case the board 
held that although supervisory em- 
ployes of the Ward Baking com- 
pany are members of the bakery 
and confectionery workers’ union 
the company is responsible for 
their acts and that the assistance 
which it is alleged the supervisory 
employes gave to the organization 
campaign of the bakery and con- 
fectionery workers’ union was an 
act of company interference favor- 
ing one labor organization and 
therefore an unfair labor practice 
under the national labor relations 
act. Standing on this interpreta- 
tion, the board nullified the agree- 
ment between the company and 
the A. F. of L. union and ordered 
an election of the inside production 
and maintenance employes to de- 
termine whether they desire to be 
represented by the A. F. of L, union 


or the'C. ft. ©, ‘outfit, 
In the Tennessee Copper com- 
pany case, where in an election 


held last March to choose a repre- 
sentative for collective bargaining 
the Amerian Federation of Labor 
Federal Union No. 21164 polled 543 
votes against 488 for the C. I. O. 
union, the labor board claimed the 
supervisory employes of the com- 
pany “intimidated and _ coerced” 
employes to vote for the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Some supervisory employes, the 
board said, even went so far as to 
express the opinion that John L. 
Lewis, chairman of the C. I. O,, 
“was a dictator,” and that the C. 
I. O. “was un-American.” The 
board held that the action of these 
supervisory employes in favoring 
the A, F. of L. union and criticiz- 
ing Lewis and his C. I. O. consti- 
tuted unfair labor practices under 
the board’s interpretation of the 
national labor relations act. The 
board, thereupon, “set aside” the 
March poll and ordered a new elec- 
tion, held within 20 days, with the 
implied admonition that no criti- 
cism by supervisory employes of 
Lewis or the committee for indus 
trial organization or expressions of 
opinion favoring the American 
Federation of Labor will be toler- 
ated,

A. F. of L, President Says Loss of Foreign Markets, Accentuated 
By Japan’s Recent Restrictions on Imports, Has Taken

“Compared to 1929, the west 


coast industry alone, which has 
been called ‘fundamentally an ex- 
port industry’ has been losing one 
billion feet in export trade. This 
means an annual loss to the region 
of more than twelve million dollars 
in lumber wages. 


“In the west coast industry, pro- 
duction breaks down to an average 
of 500 feet per man per eight hoursy 
The average wage in the industry 
at present is 77 cents per hour, One 
billion feet of lumber represents 
2,000,000 days, or 16,000,000 hours of 
work, or $12,320,000 in wages to 
lumber workers, and this huge sum 
includes only wages lost in one sec- 
tion of the country-wide lumber in- 
dustry. 

“The Japanese plan, while it 
means more pressure to buy logs 
from both British Columbia and 
our west coast for the manufacture 
of such products as export plywood 
and rayon, likewise means a drop in 
the buying of lumber as such.

There are, however, 
connected with the administration 
of the law persons who have in 
mind results widely different from 
merely assuring labor the right to 
membership in unions of their own 
choosing. 


“Instead of performing their 
function with nice discrimination 
between official duty and personal 
inclination they have interpreted 
their duty to further a dual union 
organization as against the estab- 
lished organization in the unfortu- 
nate union conflict into which we 
have been precipitated.

Weekly Wage Rates of $1.12 an 
Hour Gained for Skilled Workers 


A general agreement with King- 
an and company, meat packers, 
covering their seven main plants, 
has recently been negotiated by the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North Amer- 
ica for Chicago, Ils, 


The contract’ stipulates’ that 
membership in the union is a con- 
dition of employment. More than 
5,000 workers are covered in the 
contract. 

Kingan & company is one of the 
oldest meat packing concerns in 
the United States. It was estab- 
lished more than one hundred 
years ago. 

Minimum wages under the terms 
of the contract are 60 cents per 
hour and some of the higher skilled 
classifications stipulate wage rates 
as high as $1.12 per hour. 


Labor Didn’t Do That 


Despite the fact cement is a very
